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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. Claims 1-11,16,17,18-21,25 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Huff et al 
(7,130, 699) . 

Huff teaches all of the subject of the above claims 
including an adapter housing with an axial opening and 
which has electrical contacts (102,104,106) on the 
outside of the housing. To modify the adapter of Huff 
to allow the conductive pin on the terminal lead to be 
enclosed in the adapter would have been obvious since 
such would provide for more functionality in that more 
conductive areas could be tested, and that to have the 
pin enclosed is common in the art. For example, the 
connector part on the top of a typical IMD housing 
encloses the pin of the lead terminal and allows for 
electrical connection to the circuitry inside the 
housing. Further, the end of the adapter of Huff is 
open, which could allow for air to escape. Even if the 
lead is inserted into the adapter of Huff, there would 
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be air leakage since the terminal pin 58 and proximal 
opening 96 are not an air tight fit. 

2. Claims 12-15,22,24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103 (a) as being unpatentable over Huff et al 
(7,130,699) in view of Kokones et al (2003/0199948). 
To use a hinge, as shown by Kokones, with the adapter 
of Huff would have been obvious in that hinges are 
known in the art to allow for a different way to use 
the adapter, and when it is not convenient to insert 
the lead axially.
